Lobo, November . —On Monday the 


rate-payers of London will be called upon to 
take part in the triennial election of a school 
board. The retiring board contains a major- 
ity of members devoted to the interests of 
voluntary schools, as opposed to the State 
school. They went lu on acry of economy, 
but practically have continued in office the 
work which their predecessors marked out for 
them. The feature of the present contest is 
that every candidate professes to favor uni- 
versal elementary education. In previous con- 
tests the clergymen of the Church ef England 
were openly opposed to the educational! policy 
of Forster’s act, which was thought injurious 
to the interests of their own schools. The 
system of cumulative voting by the Board of 
Elections gives curious results, a Roman Cath- 
olic candidate often heading the polling in 
Protestant districts, but the result is looked 
forward to politically with a good deal of in- 
terest, as an indication of the tendency of 
opinion in provincial towns. 

On the whole, the Tories have deen success- 
ful at Liverpool, Manchester and Balford and 
the Liberals at Leeds, Birmingham and Shef- 


field.

A CHAT WITH CANNON. 


The Mlinois Congressman Talks About Har- 
rison—Paid the Bet.

New YorK, November 2%.—OCongressman 
Cannon of Lilinois arrived here lastnight. He 
spent night before last and. yesterday in In- 
dianapolis where he had an extended inter- 


view with President-elect Harricon. Mr. 
Cannon was elected with an increase of 1,400 
or 1,500 in his majority, and taken all in all, 
was at peace with the world. 

‘*‘I bave known Gen. Harrison a good many 

ears, he said. ‘‘I live very near the line

eral in Indianapolis. The delegates from the 
district in which I live voted for Harrison at 
the Chicago Convention.

I suppose the geographical situation had 
something to do with it. 

Gen. rrison was doubtless pleased with 
the actions of Robeson and Hitch?’’ was ven- 
tured. 
„ Well, really, I don’t know as to that, was 
the reply. The President-elect said nothing 
to me about the matter. His friends were 
very much gratified because Robeson and 
Hitech stood off that little insurrection in the 
Indiana delegation.’’

CUT-THROAT RATE WAR BETWEEN 
THE SOUTH WESTEEN BAILROADS. 


IN JAY GOULD'S 


THE 


A Fight Which Nearly Bankrupted Some of 
the Leading Roads—The Railroad Mag - 
nate Brings the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe to Terms—A Conference Be- 
tween Representatives of the Roads. 


Nzuw York, November 24.—The Times says: 
For more thana year therailroads of the 
Southwest have been engaged in a bitter rate 
war. Prompted to the fight by jealousies 
growing out of encroachments upon one an- 
other’s territory, all of the great lines west of 
the Missouri River plunged into a cut-throat 
competition that has stopped at nothing to 
work mutual disaster. Freight rates were cut 
far below a remunerativs point. Not a single 
company in all the wide territory of 
the Southwest was able to make a cent. 
Instead of profits, there was a uniform scor- 
ing of losses. Receiverships have stared more 
than one of the biggest corporations in the 
face. Dividends have been cut down and in 
some instances altogether abolished. Even 
mortgage bonds have been distrusted and 
have fallen in market value. Except the al- 
togetLer unprecedented fight which is bank- 
rupting the railways of the Northwest this 
war has had no rival in recent railroad his- 
tory. Yesterday this war was practically set- 
tled. Involved in the fight have been the Mis- 
souri Pacific and all the auxiliary and con- 
necting lines controiled by Jay Gould, the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, the St. Louis 
& San Francisco, the Rock Island, the 


Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, OC. P. Hunt- 
ington’s Southwestern trunk lines and 
branches and smaller roads galore. Many 
efforts have been made to settle this war, 
butno such enterprise ever got beyond its 
submission to Mr. Gould. He wanted no set- 
tlement. He had by far more to gain by the 
prolongation of the war than had anybody 
else, either in war or in peace. He was 
bitterly incensed against the management of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Co. 
That line descended upon Missouri Pacific’s + 
Territory in a guerrilla fashion, and with bet- 
ter roadway, better equipment and more ac- 
commodating management, took traffic from 
Mr. Gould’s lines by wholesale. Other roads 
were almost as great offenders. 
GOULD’S PROPERTY. 

Mr. Gould was credited with declaring, 
months ago, that he expected-to see a 
time when the Atchinson and some other 
companies would come to bim begzing for 
money to tide them over financial emer- 
genes. The prophecy came true, al- 
most every company in the Southwest 
has had to issue new bonds and 
sell them at rates which two years ago 
they would have stared at contemptuously. 
Mr. Gould bas been credited with heavy pur- 
chases of the stock of the Atchison Road. He 
has seen it drop to half the price it was when 
he served notice on the Atchison Co. that he 
was infor a fight to the death. Then it was

Manager Midgley of the Southwestern 
Traffic Association, was summoned to New 
York, arriving here two or three days ago. 
Mr. Gould had a settlement scheme all ready. 
Mr. Midgley was invited to put it into opera- 
tion by inviting all the other Southwestern 
lines to come amicably forward to co-operate. 
Every line consented to meet Mr. idgley 
and Mr. Gould at a conference, and yesterday 
this conference was held. Mr. Gould and 
Mr. Midgley were there as were 
representatives of . P. Hunting 
ton’s —— and of the Atchison 
and Burlington & Quincy, the St. Louis & San 
Francisco and the Rock Island. And there 
was such unanimity thata preliminary agree- 
ment—what one magnate present styles ‘‘A 
cast-iron agreement’’—was signed by which it 
is contracted by the various lines to restore 
rates at once as soon as it is practicable under 
the provisions of the interstate commerce 
law. This advance will be equal to an aver- 
age of 25 per cent upon all classes of 
traffie. Further than this, the Gould system 
contemplates the organization of an execu- 
tive committee, representing all the roads, 
which shall have power to dismiss from the 
service of any road any freight agent found 
cutting rates. 

Mr. Russell Sage said last night that this 
‘*preliminary agreement’’ ends the South- 
western war. A further contract, however, 
will be drawn and executed at once, he suys, 
and officially announced to-day or Monday. 
The additional agreement, he says, is not 
needed to make the settlement any more con- 
clusive or binding, but it is necessary to pro- 
vide satisfactorily for manifold details. 


THE UNITED STATES STEAMER BOSTON, 


Return of the Vessel on Account of Yellow 
Fever Among the Crew. 


New York, November 2%.—The United States 
steamer Boston, which was last reported at 
Port-au-Prince, Hayti, where she was sent 
when the Haytien Government seized the 


American steamer Haytien Republic, reached 
New York this morning and anchored in quar- 
antine. 

It is reported that the Boston returned from 
Hayti on account of yellow fever breaking out 
among her crew. 

The following is the report of the United 
States steamer, Boston, as made to the ship 
news collector: “The United States steamer, 
Boston, Commander Rameey, officers and men 
numbering 856, all told, left Port-Au-Prince 
on November 16. Had strong northeast winds 
most of the passage. Surgeon Simon, Frank 
and Charles Mitch- 
are sick on 
Kelly, appren- 
tice, November . . J. 
Trapp, apprentice, died on the same day. On 
November 21 Johu Uzelman, marine, died. 
On November 22 John Retsel, marine, died. The 
rest of the ship’s officers and crew are quite 
well. Yellow fever is supposed to have n 
the cause of the sickness and deaths on the 
steamer.’’

THE TROUBLE IN SAMOA. 


NATIVES EMBOLDENED BY GERMAN PRO- 
TECTION COMMIT ACTS OF VIOLENOE 


The Streets of Apia Guarded by Armed 
German Marines—Houses Fortified 
Against Attack—An English Gentleman 
Assaulted by a German Guard—English, 
German and American Vessels in Fort. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., November %.-—The 
steamer Mariposa from Sydney and Auckland 
bas arrived here. The correspondent of the 
Associated Press at Api, Samoa, writes as 
foliows, under date of November 6: Matters 
are da‘ly growing worse in Samoa instead of 
improving. The American, British and Ger- 
man consulates are guarded by platoons of 
marines from the men-of-war Adams, Lizard 
and Adier, respectively. The buildings are 


all fortified by san‘l-bags placed 
on all sides to a height of three or 
Your feet. The marines carry loaded 


muskets, and all persons approaching at night 
are halted before they can enter the buildings. 
This state of affairs went into operation Octo- 
ber 24, and was caused by acts of the Ger- 
mans, whose attitude toward the American 


and English, as well as towards natives, is be- 
coming unendurable. A patrol of three armed 
sallors from the German man-of-war Adler 
travels the streets of Apia with loaded mus- 
kets and fixed bayonets every night. A few 
niguts ago the patrol met two English gentie- 
men on Main street, when one of the German 
sailors, without provocation, struck Mr. 
Ritchie, one of the Englishmen, a heavy 
biow in the face, knocking him down. Tho 
Englishmen, who were unarmed, did not re- 
sist the blow, but afterwards reported the 
affair to the British Consul, Col. Logan. 
Capt. Pells of the English man-of-war Lizard, 
heard of the occurrence and visited the 
British Consul for the purpose of determining 
what steps should be taken in the matter. 
OUTRAGES BY NATIVES. 

During the early part of November the 
Germans threatened to report some Americans, 
who opposed their proceedings. Among those 
was H. T. Morse, an American citizen, and 
the largest merchant in Apia. While Team- 
esese, the rebel King, who is a tool of the 
Germans, was besieged on Mulinon Point, 
near Apia, some of his warriors en- 
tered the house of an Amer- 
ican named Scanian, drove him and 
his family out of their house, killed his live 
stock and threatened to take Scanlan’s life. 
This was done within 150 yards of the fort 
erected by Germans on Mullnon Point and in 
full view of the German garrison; but the lat- 
ter made no effort to stop this proceeding.The 
natives repeated the performance a few days 
later, whereupon Capt. Leary of the United 
States man-of-war Adams conveyed such a 
positive communication to the Captain of the 
German man-of-war and the German Consul 
as caused them to restrain the natives 
for the time being from further 
acts of violence. The three years’ cruise of the 
Adams expired two months ago, but such was 
the serious condition of affairs that Capt. 
Leary decided to remain here until relieved 
by the man-of-war Nepsic from Callao. 

THE ENGLISH GETTING RILED. 

October l0aboat load of Tamesese’s men 
fired into a large boat filled with Matafa‘'s 
mon, who were peaceably paddling up the 
harbor, unarmed. None of them were 
hit, but a number of natives and one English 
house were hit by bullets which flew across 
the main street. As a resuit of this Admiral 
Fairfax of the English man-of-war Cal- 
liope, which was here at that time, sent 
word to Tamesese that he had left orders with 
the Captain of the English man-of-war Lizard, 
that in case the proceeding was repeated the 
Lizard should fire into Tamesese’s boats. 

Tamesere is how encamped with his fol- 
lowers, 1,700 in number, at Salnatifa, about 
twelve miles from Apia. He has built forts 
and rifle pits, and is awaiting the 
Matafa men, it having been understood on 
both sides that a battle would take place 
early in November. Matafa’s men number 
6,000 picked warriors. Both sides are armed 
with repeating rifies. Matafa has received 
large detachments from Savall, one of 
the Samoan group. Yesterday (the 
5th) the Matafa’s army took up its march 
on the forts at Salnatifa. All day natives 
were moving outfrom Apia, where they have 


been encamped. Some men are carrying 
two repeating rifies, white all ave 
one plece. Yesterday and to-day war canoes, 


some holding 100 men, have been coming into 
Apia harbor from Adams, and the sightisa 
magnificentone. All the warriors are sing- 
ing battle songs as they go by, each 
wearing the white head-dress of Matafa and 
keeping time to the beat of paddies. They are 
allmen nearly six feet in height and have fine 
physical development. 
AIDED BY GERMANS. 

It is reported that German Vice-Consul 
Brande, an ex-German artiilery officer and 
two other Germans went to 
Tamasese’s Fort at Salnatita, 
tober 18. and gave bim several 
hundred rifies, several thousand cartridges 
and a barrel of dynamite. October 24 sailors 
from the man-of-war Adler fired into 
a boatioad of Matafa’s men who were 
paddling along to Apia. None were bit. Soon 
after the Germans fired a volley into several 
foreigners’ houses. A public indignation 
meeting was held, and, as a result, 
United States Consul Blacklock and the British 
Consul requested the captains of the respec- 
tive men-of-war to fortify the Con- 
suliates so that a place of refuge 
might be offered foreigners in case of emer- 
gency. The United States Consul posted a 
notice stating that precautions had been taken 
to protectthe Americans from further out- 
rages by the Germans. 

A GREAT BATTLE EXPECTED. 

Americans in Apia complain that the United 
States Government has neglected to offer 
them the protection to which they are enti- 
tled, though Capt. Leary of the 
Adan has done everything possible to pro- 
tect American interests. The oceanic steamer 
Mariposa leaves here to-day and the great 
battle of Salnatifa is expected to 
occur hourly. Rockets were seen ascending 
from the§vicinity of Tamasese’s fort at a 
late hour last night. The United States 
man-of-war Nepsic is expected here 
daily from Callao. She will relieve the Adams 
and the latter vessel will sailat once for San 
Francisco. ‘

THE GRIEVANCES OF THE NEW YORK CEN-

Knights of Labor Convention. 


INDIANAPOLS, Ind., November %4.—The work 
of the General Assembly of the Knights of 
Labor is slowly drawing to a close. This 
morning the General Worthy Foreman, Mor- 
ris L. Wheat of Iowa, who is ex-officio Cnair- 
man of the General Co-operative Board, pre- 


sented his nominations for members ot that 
board as follows: ° „ Beckmeyer 
of Newark, N. J.; John O’Keafe of Rhode 
Isiand, Rudolph kirehner of St. Louie and 
Oliver D. Benoit of Moaotrea.

This closed the elections of the convention, 
standing committees being appointed later 
by the General Master Workman. The last re- 
port of the Finance Committee was heard, 
advising a loan of requested funds to lockea- 
out Pennsyivania miners just as soon as the 
state ofthe finance permitted, and the con- 
vention indorsed the advice as good. The 
Legislative Committee favorably reported a 
resolution in support ofa law placing a pén- 
alty of fine or imprisonment on gambling in 
wheat and other necessities, and the conven- 
tion agreed to the report, as it also did with 
the recommendation ofthe agitation in favor 
of the Australian system of voting.

For sume 
time past they have been sending in petitions 
to the officers of the road, and on Friday a 
committee of the men called on Supt. Lourey 
and asked that increase of pay might be 
awarded to them. Nothing definite was deter- 
mined upon at the time, but the demands of 
the switchmen were talked over in an in- 
formal way. The conference was ,adjourned 
till Monday, when the railroad officers hove 
that everything will be settled amicably. The 
switchmen ask for an increase of 40 per cent. 
They now average $75 or $80 per month. They 
work in all eleven hours per day, one hour 
being given for dinner. They claim that is 
not enough for the work they have to perform. 
They are exposed to the inclement weather 
and must be on duty almost continually dur- 
ing the hours of labor. In the yards the work 
is claimed to be especially hard ab there is 
need of every man keeping his wits about him 
and he is under a strain to watch out for his 
trains and for his own safety. The men claim 
that it is no more than right that they should 
have adequate pay for this line of work.

On the principle that women rule the 
world by ruling the men who control 
its destinies, America bids fair to gain 
supremacy in the councils of the nations.

MARCK is out of the way, Count Von Wa L- 
DERSEE, who was recently placed at the 
head of the army, will step to the front as 
the nearest adviser of the young Emperor 
and the real master of Germany brings 
into promjnence an American woman 
who will then rule atthe German Court. 
Count VON WaALDERSEE married the 
widow of the hereditary Prince of 
Saxe-Coburg Gotha, who was origi- 
nally a Miss Ler of New York. Lady 
RANDOLPH CHURCHILI, another fair 
New Yorker, if report be true is a power 
in British politics, while Lord RaNDOLPH’s 
brother, the present head of the house of 
Marlborough, married Mrs. HAMMERSLY 
of New York, and JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN, 
the English Unionist leader, has just 
taken to wife the daughter of Secretary 
ENDICOTT. It iseven said that the favorite 
of the Sultan’s harem is LauRA SCHIRMER, 
an American girl.

EGect of the Euglish Salt Trust on American 
Sait Products. ° 


From the Springtield (Mass.) Republican. 

The English salt trust, which was formed 
last October, and which controls four-fifths of 
the salt-works in England, seems to be play- 
ing into the handsof American manufacturers. 
Although the trust has hardiy gone into oper- 
at ion, it has already had the effect of greatly in- 
creasing the demand for the American article, 
and of materially stiffening the market. Com- 
mon sait is now selling at Si a ton, while the 
advance in the English article has been nearly 
double that amount. The managers of the 
salt works at Pittsburg, Pa., state that the de- 
mand for American salt has almost doubled in 
the last month, and the works, though 
operated to their utmost capacity, cannot sup- 
ply the demand. The great effect, however, 
will be on chemicals, and the trust will have 
the effect of booming the American chemical 
industries. The large proportion of En- 
lish saltis usedin the manufacture of soda 
ash, caustic soda, sal soda, etc., which are 
largely exported to this country and used in 
the manufacture of glass, paper, soap, oll re- 
fining, etc. Soda ash is now manufactured 
only at Syracuse, N. Y., in this country, and 
the others to no large extent; but with the aid 
ofthe English salt trust, it is expected that 
these industries will assume importance. The 
importation of salt is not enough to ma- 
terlally affect prices, Which will give the chem- 
ical men an advantage over their English 
competitors.

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TREATED AS A CANARD. 


CANADIAN OFFICIALS ON THE ALLEGED 
ANNEXATION VIEWS OF HARRISON. 


The President-Elect Not Lis to Outline 
His Future Policy Through the Medium 
of a Newspaper Interview—A Talk With 
Sir Hector Langvin—Beston Organizes 
an Annexation League. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcnu. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, November %&.—The an- 
nouncement that President-elect Harrison 
would make the annexation of Canada a plank 
in his political platform is treated here as a 
canard. Sir Hector Langvin, Minister of 
Public Works, said to the Post-DIsraTCcu cor- 
respondent that he discredited the whole 
story. What the views of Gen. Harrison 
migbt be regarding Canada he did “not 
know, but he felt sure that Gen. Harrison 
wouldn't, through the medium of @ news- 
paper interviewer, outline his future polloys. 
He was too politica man for that. ‘‘As re- 
gardsthe annexation movement, said Sir 
Hector, ‘‘which is alleged to iet in Canada 
among a few disappointed politicians, I may 
say that the people of Canada, the solid men 
of the country, are perfectly satisfied with 
their present lot, and have no aspirations in 
the direction of a political alliance with the 
United States. 

‘*Why,’’ continued Sir Hector, we have 
had two elections for the Dominion Pariia- 
ment within the past eight weeks and in both 
contests the candidates who ran on the unre- 
stricted reciprocity ticket were defeated by 
good majorities. One of these elections was 
held in Nova Scotia, where it was believed the 
commercial] union reciprocity cry was sure to 
win, but thelr candidate supporting those 
views met with an ignominious defeat. If the 
people of Canada will not accept half a dozen 


doses of commercial! union or unrestricted rec- 
iprocity they are not likely to swaliow the 
whole pill and g in for annexation.’’ 

The Hon. John Costigan, Minister of Inland 
Revenue, aid: ‘‘We have a country of which 
we or any people on theface ofthe giobe 
ought justly to feel proud. Its development 
within the past decade hasbeen without 
parallel in the world’s history and we are 
going to take care of it.’’

St. Louisans as Guests eof the Leuisiana 


Fishing (lob at Their Fall Camp. 

The Louisiana Fishing Club, composed of 
Edward Glenn, Captain, J. Will Gunn, Ne- 
braska Kingston, John Glenn, Frank Buffum, 
Tom Rule, Joe Reid and Henry Kubiman, ex 
tended aw invitation to their St. Louis friends, 
John W. Gunn and Fielding Mansfield, to join 
them at their annual fishing camp on the Sny. 
These gentlemen left St. Louis on Monday 


evening last, and reached Louisiana about 
midnight. The transfer bya carriage from 
the depot to the Paimer House was effected 
for the modest sum of 6 cents per capita, in- 
cluding baggage. 

Loulsiana is a substantially built town with 
brick and stone houses and stores. The town 
nesties in a beantifal valley, with steep bilis 
of considerable height on either side. An air 
of quiet contentment and substantial pros- 
perity pervades the entire community, at the 
same time the iunbabitants are noted for their 
hospitality. Alter a refreshing sleep 
and a subetantial breakfast next morning 
the fishers crossed the Mississippi! River and 
proceeded by buggy s Gistance of eight mies 
down the river tothe — which had been 
pitehed the day previous. The route lay along 
the celebrated Sny-levee. The drive was siow 
and tedious as the rains had made the bottom 
roads very soft. Finaily the point was reached 
at which the camp wegon had turned 
from the road into the woods. 
There was nothing to indicate this 
turn out and the subsequent trail, except the 
wheel tracks of a * © wagon. For a dis- 
tance of two miles this trail was followed 
winding about between the trees and logs. 
As the fand there was high and dry and cov- 
ered with leaves the wheels left no marks in 
the ground, except in the occasional guilies 
aod low places. To follow such an indistinct 
trall requires a good eye and exprrienced wood- 
craft. By keeps the eye tixed upon the 
ground at a point fifty to sixty feet ahead 
it is easy to distinguish where the leaves have 
been ruffied up Dy the horses and mashed 
down by the wheels. By looking directiy de- 
low at the groundit is impossible to de- 
termine where the leaves have been dis- 
turbed.

The location of Camp Glenn was all that 
could be desired, being In the woods on a high 
bank overlooking the Sny, which at his point 
is about $00 yards wide. The Sny is a sheet of 
deep, clear and still water about filty miles 
long, at onetime the bed of the Miselesipp! 
River. The camp consisted of one large tent 
with comfortable sleeping sacoommodatiqns 
for fifteen men, and a second, but smaller 
tent, Giled with conmissary stores. Outside 
was the Gin tag table constructed by the 
side of a large ‘og, which served as a seat. 
The cawp fire for cooking was made by laying 
two green logs about four feet iong and eight 
to ten inches thick parallel to each other and 
about tweive inches apart. These two logs 
are placed inthe direction of the wind, and 
the fre is made between them of dry wood. 
In this way sa camp fire can be reguiated al- 
most as wellas by means of & modern stove. 
The camp was pitched under the direction of 
Nebraska Kingston, whois a firet-ciase boat- 
man, an experienced fisherman aod a capital 
camp cook. 

When the fishermen retarned to camp tired 
and hungry, Kingston pulled up the boat, 
secured the minnow-buckets in the water and 
transferred the fieh from the boat to the live- 
box, while the fishermen washed, drank and 
lighted their pipes.

PETER WEGMAN’S WATCH, 


A Time-Piece That Distances the Famous 
One Owned by Capt. Cuttle. 


Peter Wegman, the kindly agent of the Mul- 
lanphy Board at the Union Depot, is unhappy. 
Peter has a watch and that littie recorder of 
time is the cause of all his misery. Fora long 
time be had done without such an article, 
trusting to the sun and town clocks to tell him 
what o’ clock. As he saw with 


regret how his friend one dy one 
became possessed of watches, a feeling 
of isolation came over him; he seemed to be 
cut off from the rest of the world and yearned 
to hear the quiet, soft tick of a busy little 
instrument in bis own vest pocket. Peter de- 
termined he would geta watch. A man who 
needed cash more than he did a time-piece 
determined to raffle his watch. Tickets were 
placed at 60 cents each, and Peter took a 
chance. The holders of tickets were to throw 
dice for the time-plece, the highest throw 
to take the prize. An old tin case 
watch was put up as a sort of ‘‘booby’’ prize 
—that is it was to g° to the man who made the 
lowest throw. Wegman was the man. In 
throwing low he distanced all competitors and 
the tin-can time-plece was declared his. It 
bas proved iteelf to be a wonder. Like other 
watches it will run a day on one winding. 
That is it will run fora day, but if only wound 
once a day it will be about eight hours behind 
atthe end of the twenty-four hours. To be 
able to distinguish the noon dour 
from supper time Peter bas found it 
necessary to wind it five or six times 
in every twenty-four hours. It is a most ver- 
satile timepiece. Most watches run either a 
little slow or a little last, while afew keep 
correct time. Peter's remarkable prize does 
all three. Just after being wound up it runs 
like a Kentucky thoroughbred for the Arst 
couple of bours and manages to gain an hour 
or more in that period. But it isaquitter. It 
is worthless for more than a two-hour dash. 
After traveling for that time it tires and loses 
time 80 rapidly that in another 
two bours it is fully an hour behind 
time. it keeps the correct time for 
the space of about a second while it crosses 
the official mark in dropping back from an 
hour too fast to an bourtoosivow. Its versa- 
tility is such that the men about the depot 
have been making hat pools, and the man who 
guesses nearest the time recorded 1 the 
watch gets the pot. Every minute in the 
day Peter's friends are after tim to learn the 
time as recorded by his tin-case chronometer. 
Occasionally Peter is missing for fully halt an 
hour. After a long search he is finally dis- 
covered in some out-of-the-way lace 
winding his watch. As it akes 
a half hour at a time to wind it, and it requires 
winding five or six times a day, it will be seen 
that from two-and a-hbalf to three hours a day 
are expended by Peter on his prise. He has

AMONG THE BROKERS. 


An Active Market—Stocks Sold and Prices 
Obtained To-Day. 

The mining market exhibited more excite- 
ment than it has done for weeks past, and the 
sales were very heavy, with a general ad- 
vance. 


West Granite has in its time given occasion 
for — scenes of excitement, but seldom 
has the furor exceeded that of this morning. 
The market opened quietly at 63%, at which 
60. shares changed hands, and from this figure 
the price dropped to 6242, 500 
shares selling at this figure.

WASHINGTON PAYS NEW YORK $12,000 
FOR THE RELEASE OF WARD. 
How the Deal Was © 


Price Was 615,000, but He 8 
Terms When Pressed Hard Enough— 
Tim Keefe Scoresthe League and Says 
It Wm Hear From the Brotherhood, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsratcn. 

New York; November. &%.—The most 
remarkable dealin the history of the game 
of base ball was consummated in this city yes- 
terday. In a word, John M. Ward, the great 
short stop of the New York champions, has 
been sold to the Washington Club for $12,000. 
Ever since it became generally known that 
Ward had positively declared he would not 
play in Gotham next season, there has been a 
hustle among base ball magnates to buy his 
release. Ward, who was last seen by à re- 
porter, said: It my release is sold to any 
one of three clubs I shall return with the Aus- 
tralian party. If not, I shall continue around 
the world and not reach here till late next fall.“ 
Among the clubs Ward mentioned was Wash- 
ington. When the Joint Committee on Rules 
of the National League and American Asso- 
ciation met last Tuesday atthe Fifth Avenue 
Hotel the corridors began to hum with ru- 
mors about Ward. The next day when the 
directors of the League went into session in 
parior F, Ward was uppermost inthe minds 
of at least six men. During the recesses from 
this time until the adjournment of the con- 
vention Thursday night the Ward problem 
was the one which still puzzled the base ball 
directors. Boston wanted him. The trium- 
virate who paid $10,000 for the ‘‘Only’’ Kelly 
and an equal sum for Clarkson of the Ohicago 
team were ready to invest a like amount in 
Ward. Indianapolis wanted him but kept their 
offer quiet. Walter Hewett,the young President 
of the Washington Club, wanted him and de- 
termined to get him and has got him.

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NEW WEIGHTS. 


Scale Adopted by the Recent Turf Meeting 
in New York. 


From the New York Times. 

The new scale of weights just adopted in 
all races at weight for age by the joint conven- 
tion of the Eastern and Western clyps makes 
the weights as given below in the six months 
in which racing is allowedin this State, and 
will go into effect with the opening 
of racing the coming season. The 
weight in all races for 2-year olds 


alone is 118 pounds for colts and geld- 
ings, and 115 for fillies; in races exclusively for 
3-year-olds, 122 pounds for colts and geldings, 
and 117 for fillies up to September, and 119 
after that, The scale is given only up to two 
miles, as no races are run nowadays above 
that distance. Inraces at intermediate dis- 
tances the scale for the lesser distance applies 
that is, in races at one and one-eighth, one 
und one-quarter and one and three-eighth 
miles the scale will be thatfor one mile, and 
for one and three-quarter miles that at a mile 
and a half would be used. Here is the table:

enter houses by night and commit the boldest 
and most daring robberies conceivable. The 
district lies just north of the Water Tower, 
and North Twentieth street has been the cen- 
ter of their operations. Their latest work was 
done about 3 o’clock yesterday morning, when

at 4714 North Twentieth street. Mr. Neibert 
was formerly the keeper of O Fallon Park, 
and is now the foreman of the chemical de- 
partwent of the St. Louis StampingCo. His 
house is nicely furnished and is occupied by 
himself and wife, two sons and daughter. Ed- 
ward Neibert went home about? o’clock and 
noticedtwo men standing on the corner of 
John avenue, the street just north of the 
block in which he lives. He paid no attention 
to them but entered the house and went to his 
bed. It seems that an hour later three thieves 
attempted to enter the house through the 
kitchen window. Theycut a slot in the blind 
but foand that the window was bolted. Then 
they cut a slot out of the window of the back 
parior and were more successful. 
They entered that room and proceeded to 
the kitchen, where they regaled themselves 
on what they found in the larder, and took 
with them what they did not eat.
